KENTUCKY BILL. 
i THE BLOOD-HORSE was going to press last 
week, we were informed that Statutory Com- 
mittee No. 1 of the House of Representatives of 
the Kentucky Legislature would report favorably 
a bill imposing a tax of 1 per cent of the gross 
receipts at race meetings for the benefit of the 
State. This bill was reported to the House on 
February 1 as a substitute for a bill introduced 
by Representative Frank LeBus, of Cynthiana, 
proposing that the daily license tax of $2,500, im- 
posed by statue on all tracks, be reduced to $500 
per day for tracks other than those at Louisville 
and Latonia. 


The LeBus bill was in line with the wants of 
the American Turf Association, owner of the 
Louisville, Latonia and Lexington tracks, which 
are operated in the name of subsidiary organiza- 
tions. The 1 per cent measure, which had been 
prepared by Representative John Young Brown, 
of Lexington, Speaker of the House, as represen- 
tative of the desire of a majority of the breeders 
and horsemen, as expressed to him by the editor 
of THE BLOOD-HoRSE; Fred A. Forsythe, secretary 
of the Thoroughbred Horse Association; and 
several individual breeders and horsemen who 
made trips to Frankfort for the purpose of in- 
forming the lawmakers as to the need for better 
government of racing in Kentucky. 

The appearance of the 1 per cent bill was in 
the nature of a surprise to the American Turf 
Association's legislative agents at Frankfort, and 
they got busy pretty quick, only to find that the 
bill could be passed in the House without diffi- 
culty and that if it could be killed at all it would 
have to be done in the Senate or be vetoed by 
Governor Laffoon. On Wednesday, the day fol- 
lowing the appearance of the 1 per cent bill, 
there was a conference in Frankfort attended by 
Maurice Galvin, secretary, treasurer and general 
counsel of the American Turf Association; Fred 
A. Forsythe, W. S. Dudley, T. P. Hayes and James 
Hukill, representing the breeding and training 
interests; Senator Allie W. Young, floor leader in 
the upper house, and Speaker John Young Brown. 

Mr. Galvin, we are informed, argued that a 1 
per cent tax would be excessive on the major 


tracks as well as the minor tracks, and he pleaded 
for the measure which had been introduced by 
Representative LeBus. The bill which Mr. 
Forsythe had drawn and placed with Senator 
Young also was discussed. The personnel of the 
State Racing Commission, soon to be appointed 
by Governor Laffoon, was discussed. The names 
of Messrs. Polk Laffoon, of Covington, president 
of the Latonia Jockey Club, chairman of the 
State Racing Commission and likewise a breeder; 
Thomas P. Hayes, of Lexington, owner and 
trainer, and a director of the Thoroughbred Horse 
Association; James P. Edwards, of Louisville, 
breeder and owner and a distinguished member 
of the Louisville bar; Rodman Meacham, of Hop- 
kinsville, farmer, breeder and mining engineer; 
and G. B. Senff, of Mt. Sterling, a former mem- 
ber of the Commission, breeder, and editor of the 
Sentinel Democrat, were presented as agreeable 
to the horsemen. 


Mr. Galvin, we are advised, stated that they 
would be agreeable to the American Turf Asso- 
ciation also; that he could not raise an objection 
to any one of the five. However, he had no in- 
fluence with Governor Laffoon and had never 
discussed the personnel of the new commission 
with him, but he was in position to say that the 
five men would be agreeable to William F. Klair, 
of Lexington, who has a voice in legislative mat- 
ters where the American Turf Association is 
concerned. 

It was then agreed, we are told, that Messrs. 
Forsythe, Hayes, Young, Brown and Klair would 
go on Friday, February 5, to confer with Gov- 
ernor Laffoon; that meanwhile the 1 per cent 
bill would be recommitted; that if the men named 
were agreeable to Governor Laffoon for appoint- 
ment and if they are appointed, the Forsythe 
measure would not be introduced, and the LeBus 
bill would be favorably reported by the com- 
mittee. 


Governor Laffoon, we hear, was visited by 
Messrs. Brown, Forsythe and Hayes, Messrs. 
Young and Klair being unable to be present, on 
Friday. Governor Laffoon is quoted as having 
said that he had not committed himself to the 
appointment of anyone on the State Racing Com- 
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mission; that he had not discussed appointments 
with anyone, and that the only mention made to 
him upon the subject had been by Polk Laffoon 
last fall when his relative had told him that he 
had no desire to be reappointed. 


The Governor, we are advised, said he was 
glad to have suggestions from the horsemen, also 
to hear that the track owners are in accord with 
those suggestions, and stated that when he 
should hear from Mr. Klair in approval he would 
announce the personnel of the State Racing Com- 
mission to include the names suggested. Lieu- 
tenant-Governor A. B. Chandler called upon Gov- 
ernor Laffoon during the same day for the pur- 
pose, we hear, of giving approval to the appoint- 
ments as suggested. 


Speaker Brown, it is related, informed the Gov- 
ernor that it had been agreed that when a com- 
mission satisfactory to the breeders and horse- 
men had been named and the names sent to the 
Senate for confirmation, the LeBus bill will be 
reported. He is said also to have informed the 
Governor that if the representatives of the tracks 
should fail to keep their portion of the agree- 
ment, the LeBus bill would not come forth. 


Messrs. Forsythe and Hayes stated after the 
conference that they are impressed with the at- 
titude of Governor Laffoon and that they are 
likewise satisfied that Mr. Galvin and Mr. Klair 
are sincere in their statements that the’ American 
Turf Association is pleased with the suggestions 
for the new commission. They stated that they 
are still of the opinion that the 1 per cent tax is 
fairest for the State, the tracks and the horse- 
men, but that since Kentucky is to have a com- 
mission that they feel will assuredly function for 
better Turf government, treating all interested 
persons and all sides fairly, the waiver of the 
financial side of the matter was not difficult. 


Elsewhere in this issue will appear whatever 
additional developments may transpire at Frank- 
fort before THE BLOOD-HORSE press time, Tues- 
day evening of this week, together with the dis- 
patches from Frankfort published in The Lexing- 
ton Herald and The Lexington Leader during last 
week. 


We take it that the agreements will be carried 
out, and, if they are, we take this occasion to 
congratulate Governor Laffoon and all others 
who have had a part in the settlement and to as- 
sure the public that Kentucky will have once 
more a harmonious condition on the Turf. 


In this connection THE BLOOD-HORSE desires to 
bespeak the friendship of all breeders and horse- 
men for John Young Brown, the clean-minded, 
honest, capable young lawyer who was elevated 
to the Speakership of the House because of the 
traits he possesses to a superlative degree, and 
for no other reason.

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OPEN CLAIMING. 


T was related in dispatches last week that the 

Kentucky State Racing Commission at its last 
meeting, which was held at Louisville, had 
adopted the open claiming rule. This was in 
error. Sewell Combs, of Lexington, a member 
of the Commission, stated that a proposal to 
change the present rule to permit open claiming 
had been made, and he further gave it as his 
opinion that the rule will be adopted. The re- 
quirement is that proposed changes in the rules 
and suggestions for new rules must lie over 30 
days. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE finds that open claiming is 
wanted for Kentucky racing by a very large num- 
ber of persons. Perhaps a large majority of 
horsemen everywhere favor this form of claiming. 
Surely it makes for better racing. It has a ten- 
dency to compel owners and trainers to not too 
greatly undervalue their horses when entering 
them in the claiming events, and again it serves, 
except in rare instances, as a stopper to tempta- 
tion to run a horse of higher class against the 
cheaper kind in the expectation that he will not 
be taken for the low price. 

Another reason THE BLOOD-HORSE sees for the 
adoption of the open rule, especially for Ken- 
tucky, is the fact that it establishes a medium 
for the sale of horses. It creates new interest. 
It affords opportunity for men and women to 
come into racing who may have a feeling of in- 
security in buying privately or at a sales ring. 
It is a gate through which an owner can dis- 
pose of overplus in his stable. He has only to 
enter an animal at slightly lower than its real 
value in order to have it taken. The cut in the 
claiming price in many instances would repre- 
sent no more than a commission to be paid on a 
public or private sale. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is glad to hear that the Com- 
mission appears to favor adoption of the rule. It 
is a mark of progress. 


TOTALISATOR. 


HOSE writers for the press who, in letters 

and dispatches from Miami, have been ad- 
versely criticising the Julius Automatic To- 
talisator in operation.at Hialeah Park may have 
been chagrined when they read in The New York 
Press an article written by Mortimer Mahoney 
commending the system. 

Mr. Mahoney is the gentleman in charge of the 
totalisator and of the betting at Hialeah Park. 
He is highly experienced in the operation of the 
pari-mutuel system, having had charge of the 
pooling at tracks in Maryland and elsewhere for 
a number of years. He likewise is conversant 
with bookmaking. In short he knows betting, 
oral and mechanical, from abacus to zoetrope. 

After having described the mechanism and 


operation by which tickets are printed, recorded 
and issued, stressing the fact that it is impossible 
to issue a ticket or change the totals after the 
machines are automatically locked from the 
stewards’ stand, Mr. Mahoney commends the “re- 
markable foresight” of Mr. Widener and his as- 
sociates in having the machine installed. 


Further Mr. Mahoney says: “ . . . there is no 
doubt in my mind about the future successful 
operation of this system. The approximate odds 
as shown on the indicator boards have been 99 
per cent correct. The totalisator has come to 
stay, and to my mind will be placed on many 
tracks in the United States within the next few 
years.”

We have received another communication hav- 
ing reference to the comments of W. H. Wood- 
ford, of Priddis, Alberta, Canada, published in 
THE BLOoD-HoRSE of January 2, page 24.

Parker, writing from Midnapore, Alberta, has the 
following to say: 

“I was much amused and surprised by a letter 
in your issue of January 2 penned by Mr. W. H. 
Woodford, of Priddis, Alberta. In the first place, 
why Mr. Woodford connects entries at the recent 
Royal Show held at Toronto with the Alberta 
Thoroughbred Horse Association, I am at a loss 
to know, and further, if Mr. Woodford’s remarks 
apply to an aged grey gelding exhibited by Mr. 
T. Fooks, of Cochrane, Alta., may I suggest that, 
if Mr. Woodford would raise horses like this one, 
he would be well repaid for his efforts, and such 
horses, in my opinion, would be a credit to Al- 
berta. This grey gelding is 16 hands or over, is 
built on the right lines, is a good mover, up to 
lots of weight, shows a good deal of quality, and 
is a very good performer, quiet, and easy to ride. 
I understand this horse was in the money in at 
least one large class, and that no less than $1,509 
was refused for him, so that, if this particular 
horse is a disgrace to the Alberta Thoroughbred 
Horse Association, Mr. Woodford must be of the 
opinion that this Association aims very high 
indeed. 


“Concerning Mr. Woodford’s remarks regard- 
ing Thoroughbred stallions in this district, and 
the get of such horses, I might inform this gen- 
tleman that during the past several years, very 
satisfactory prices have been realized from the 
sale of horses and ponies by the following sires: 
Homebound, Gangway, *Latour, *By George II, 
*Forcett, Yowell, Nepperhan, *Orblike, and others. 

“Why Mr. Woodford should take up his pen to 
write about horses, I should like to know. It 
would be interesting, if Mr. Woodford would tell 
us what he has raised or owned in the (shall we 
say?) last 20 years, in the shape of a good 
horse.”

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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS 


By THOS. B. CROMWELL. 
TO DIXIANA. 


FTER a visit to Dixiana the other day, I 

came away with the thought that High 
Time is due a return to public favor such as was 
his after the brilliancy displayed by Mrs. Graham 
Fair Vanderbilt's illustrious pensioner, the un- 
sexed Sarazen, now literally living on clover at 
Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm. Reason? At 
Dixiana he will have the benefit of the most 
choice of the galaxy of grand mares Charles T. 
Fisher has brought together at his model estab- 
lishment so ably managed by Ross Long, and 
none of his progeny there will be fattened for 
the market. 

High Time’s colts and fillies will go to the 
trainer as nature intended they should go— 
robust, hearty and healthy, just as are the 2- 
year-olds which were taken over at the magnifi- 
cent training stable by Trainer Clyde Van Dusen 
on his return from Cuba February 1, and just 
as are the yearlings, which are permitted to 
run together and romp and play and graze in 
two groups, the colts in one and the fillies in the 
other. 


At Dixiana Thoroughbreds are being pro- 
duced to race. The policy there is not to put all 
eggs into one basket as regards patronage of 
stallions. The two home stallions, High Time 
and Peter Hastings, will get their complements 
of the matrons, but *Sir Gallahad III, *Epinard, 
Vito, Victorian, Stimulus, Display and _ others 
will be visited. 


Diversification of mating is disclosed in the 
foaling mares at Dixiana this season. Bandymo, 
by Uncle, already has brought forth a filly by 
Man o’ War. Others to foal are: Bamba, by 
*“Johren, to Brown Bud; *Lady Hatton, by Roi 
Herode, to Peter Hastings; Admiral’s Lassie, by 
Man o’ War, to Brown Bud; Caracena, by Friar 
Rock, to Peter Hastings; *Sherbet, by Sunstar, 
to Black Servant; Saramar, by High Time, to 
Campfire; Missfire, by *Under Fire, to *Epinard; 
Mary V., by High Time, to Mars; Pompano

There are several barren and maiden mares 
at the establishment, bringing the number to be 
served in 1932 to approximately 30. The mares 
are all well selected as to breeding and type and 
they are in superb health and condition. 

The broodmare barns are roomy and cheerful 
and have excellent appointments. In the barn 
to which the earlier foaling mares had been 
brought there is a fireproof room ‘in which the 
grooms stay by day, when not working in the 
stalls or corridor, and where an attendant re- 
mains at night. From this room through win- 


dows one may look directly into the foaling box 
and not be observed by the mare. Each stall has 
a door opening to the outside as well as one 
opening to the corridor. Each stall has two 
windows, so arranged that they may be let down 
against slanted grids of strong mesh wire, a 
guard for prevention of breaking of glass by 
the equine occupant of the stall, and further so 
arranged that the stalls may be ventilated with- 
out creating a draft on the mare and her foal. 

The training stable positively is the last word 
in construction for such purposes. It contains 
30 box stalls, tack room, feed room equipped 
with cooking apparatus, assembly room for ex- 
ercise boys and grooms, and office for the trainer, 
There is a heating arrangement for the tack 
room, assembly room and office. The boxes are 
arranged in four sections, that is two sections 
are built back to back at each end of the struc- 
ture, which is divided by an entry way. Around 
the boxes is an electrically lighted galloping ring 
of tanbark. Eight times around is almost equal 
to one mile. All the way around the upper half 
of the outer wall is glass, so fitted that sections 
can be opened outwardly. 


A list of the horses in training appeared in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE last week (pages 237 and 
238), but at that time it was not said that Sweep 
All, which has been in a box at the stailion barn, 
along with High Time and Peter Hastings, is go- 
ing to be a member of the string again this sea- 
son, at least until Trainer Van Dusen has had a 
chance to know whether or not he will stand 
training. Sweep All sustained a low bow in the 
near fore tendon. He had treatment for it dur- 
ing the last three months, and the leg is now 
looking pretty good—-good enough to justify the 
belief that he has better than an even chance to 
get to the races again. His future, when out of 
training, is to become a stallion at Dixiana. 


High Time and Peter Hastings are looking 
well. They have the best of everything that 
horses require. No stallions are any better 
housed. The stallion barn at Dixiana is really 
magnificent. There are boxes for four horses, 
a feed room, tack room, sleeping room for the 
chief stud groom, loft for feed, and at the rear, 
under the same roof, the breeding shed, arranged 
with a wire-screened box for the foal. This shed 
is shut off entirely by huge sliding doors which 
can be handled as easily as the door to a small 
garage. 

The training track at Dixiana is a mile ellipse,

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is level and has perfect easements. In the infield 
is a section of skeleton starting stalls where the 
horses have their schooling so that when they 
go to the races they will know about the mechan- 
ical contrivances which so many persons appear 
to favor, but which really have taken much from 
racing as we who are older knew it in other 
days—in those days when jockeys were jockeys 
and starters were starters; when starters had no 
assistants, save the one man who made the line 
in the track beyond which no rider dared jockey 
his horse until he heard the tap of the drum or 
the shout to “go,” and there was another who 
“dropped the flag’ signaling the start to occu- 
pants of the stands, and the timer, too, of course. 


After we had visited the broodmares and horses 
in training, Mr. Long took us (The Estes and 
myself) to see the yearlings. He apologetically 
announced that they had been wormed only a 
couple of days before, but for all that we saw 11 
colts and six fillies that almost any trainer would 
be glad to have as material.

The 
Black Toney colt out of *“Pimpernel is a star, and 
Clandestine’s colt is not far behind him in ap- 
pearance. Mr. Long told 
us that the Cross Play 
colt was hand raised, and 
that the *La Belle Helene 
colt was partially so 
brought up, their dams 
having died. The Su- 
premus—Indiscretion colt 
is small, but good. Ad- 
miral’s Lassie’s son looks 
like making a_ sturdy 
horse. 

Altogether, they were 
as fine a lot of yearling 
prospects as one would 
desire. The fillies’ es- 
pecially made a favorable 
impression on the visitors. 

There were other things 
to see, but a rainstorm 
came with such force and 
fury that we all decided 
to call it a day and hustled 
back to Lexington. How- 
ever, there had been suf-

The writer was standing before Tick On’s 
box at Belmont Park the other morning, trying 
to recall all his engagements for a friend and, 
after naming some half-dozen rich stakes, the 
colt’s groom, busy changing his bandages prepar- 
atory to his taking his morning constitutional, 
interposed, “He’s gonna win one of them races, 
boss; I doan know which, but he’ll take one of 
‘em, shore.”’ A bit conservative, that, particularly 
for a groom. 


N conversation with that past-master among 

handicappers, Judge Bryan, of the Maryland 
Jockey Club, the writer last week learned that 
official coincides with his belief there is little to 
choose between Twenty Grand and Mate, both at 
tops. Old Rosebud was beginning to think he 
must have the pair in question pegged wrong, so 
felt much gratified on discovering that his hum- 
ble, often humbled, views concurred with those 
of Mr. Bryan. Nobody has ever accused Old 
Rosebud of being a handicapper, but a whole lot 
of folks have charged him with being ‘“opinion- 
ated” and, just by way of furnishing these with 
additional ammunition, he hereby announces that 
he thinks Mr. Vosburgh, in his weights for the 
Metropolitan, is too high on Flying Heels and too 
low entirely on Equipoise and Clock Tower. 
Further, that Bryan rates Vander Pool too highly 
in handing him 117 pounds against such horses 
as are among those nominated to the mile and 
three-sixteenths Dixie Handicap. Vosburgh ap- 
pears to have Top Flight at about the proper 
notch in the Metropolitan. It is surprising that 
he makes her give Tick On six pounds, her al- 
lowance accounted, in view of his recently ex- 
pressed disrespect for filly champions. 


HAT strapping brown daughter of Pompey 
Black Maria, by Black Toney, in the W. R. 
Coe establishment, the first foal of her dam, will 
be known to racegoers as Black Queen. And in the 
box next her is one scarcely less attractive, 
Sunny Queen, own sister, by *Sun Briar—Cleo- 
patra, to Laughing Queen and Pompey. These 
two fillies are among the best juveniles in this 
section. The appearances of both naturally will 
be of much interest to the fans in New York, as 
each is by a champion and out of a champion. 
They look the part. 
R. McDANIEL quit picking spots for Van- 
e der Pool once that racer met his “Waterloo” 
and many of the regulars are finding it rather 
difficult to reconcile themselves to the Moore 
performer's proper status in the scheme of things. 
Those scribes in the press-box at Hialeah who 
have respectfully striven to explain his defeats as 
fast as administered, are beginning to be hard 
put for excuses. Artful management on the part 
of Trainer McDaniel, who kept his escutcheon 
clean so long, caused many folks to gain the im- 
rression Vander Pool was something of a super- 
horse. Such, of course, isn’t the case. He’s just 
a handy sprinter and the sooner the punters dis- 
cover it the less burdensome it will be for their 
purses. The writer suspects McDaniel “saw the 
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handwriting on the wall’ when Equipoise beat 
Vander Pool as a juvenile. A disqualification 
saved the day, but no more that year did Vander 
Pool tackle a real topnotcher. 

HE Reichert pair, My Dandy and Brown Wis- 
dom, a mighty hard combination to beat a 
couple of years ago, appear to have suddenly be- 
come rejuvenated and each has chalked up a 
victory in good company at Hialeah. However 
they are 7-year-olds this year, and cannot be ex- 
pected to retain their best form. We don’t have 
any idea how gullible you are, but if you can 
assimilate that one about the jumper, Useful, at 
18, making his first appearance under colors at 
Agua Caliente the other day, you get a good 
mark. It is offered as fact, erroneous as it 
sounds. Possibly when he reaches maturity, Use- 
ful will live up to his ambitious tag. 
HERE is more fallacy than one might think 
in judging horses at a distance. For in- 
stance, in the midst of an inquisition, the writer 
was provoked to ask, since his interviewers had 
mentioned a lot of horses far beneath him in 
class: “Say, did vou fellows ever hear of a horse 
called Misstep?” Evidently, if they had heard of 
him, which, of course, they had, they handn’t the 
slightest notion of just how good was the West’s 
pet handicapper of a few seasons back. You 
know, or perhaps you dont, that in the East the 
Marks racer never has been considered, by the 
rank and file as ‘such-a-much,” for the reason, 
probably, that he didn’t display his A-1 brand of 
wares on a course north of Maryland. Now the 
son of Upset may have been as good a handi- 
cap horse, up to and including a mile and a 
quarter, as has performed anywhere in this coun- 
try in some seasons. He was horse enough to 
beat such good ones as Victorian, Nassak, Sun 
Beau, Display, Toro, and Mike Hall, to name a 
few, and his were not, by any means, fluke vic- 
tories. He established three track records, 
equalled another, and won, among other races, 
revivals of the Gadsden D. Bryan Memorial, 
Fairmount Derby, La Salle Handicap and the Ar- 
lington Handicap. He negotiated six furlongs in 
1:10 3-5 at two, and the following season, 1928, 
ran the fastest mile of the year, 1:36 1-5. He 
turned the mile and a quarter in 2:03 4-5 to win 
the Fairmount Derby in easy style. Misstep, a 
fine individual in many respects, is a horse of 
kindly disposition; a rugged, durable performer 
and his double infusion of the blood of Broom- 
stick will certainly have no adverse influence 
on his ability as a sire. We should be receiving 
word of the arrival of his first son, or daughter, 
soon. Had the writer a few mares, he’d be 
tempted to patronize the son of Upset. Primarily 
a speedster, he is the type of Thoroughbred which 
develops into the good sire and we think his light 
will be removed from beneath the bushel when 
his issue reach the races. 
* * 
HOSE who seek abolition of the old claiming 
rule, hoping it will be supplanted by the 
“open rule,” are pursuing their purpose with a 
zeal that will not, I hope, be denied. The old 
rule on western ovals long has been regarded as 
a joke of the first water and as for its protection, 
whatever degree, if any, it afforded, escaped the 
notice of those in a position to be familiar with 
the inner-workings of racing machinery in those 
parts. The “open” form, too, makes for better 
sport. Those opposing the move will be placed 
in a bad light. 
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THE BROODMARE SIRES 


ROOMSTICK’S rating on the list of leading 
broodmare sires for 1931 is the same as for 
1930, third. In 1929 he was second. The famous 
old son of Ben Brush died at the C. V. Whitney 
farm last year, after he had set his seal perma- 
nently upon American Thoroughbred breeding. 
Forty-eight of his daughters produced 68 winners 
of 192 races and $287,450 in 1931. Six of the win- 
ners captured stakes races. Ruth Law, one of 
his daughters, is represented by five winners for 
the second year in succession; in 1929 she had 
four winners out. Daughters of Broomstick and

PIMLICO FUTURITY NOMINATIONS. 

The Pimlico Futurity of 1934 has closed with 
1,363 nominations in 164 interests, according to 
a story sent out by M. L. Daiger, secretary of 
the Maryland Jockey Club. It is the smallest 
number of nominations to the $40,000 added 
stakes since 1923, the third year the fixture was 
run. For the 1933 running, foals of 1931, there 
were 1,566 entries. The Pimlico Futurity is one 
of the most generously endowed races in Amer- 
ica. After the $10 nomination fee, which will be 
returned if the mare fails to produce, there is no 
further payment until the starting fee. There is 
an additional $5,000 added, $4,000 to the owner 
and $1,000 to the breeder, if the winner is the 
produce of a mare served in Maryland and foal- 
ing there. Thirty-two Maryland nominators 
turned in 136 entries. Leading nominators are 
W. S. Kilmer, 31 mares; A. B. Hancock, 58; E. 
R. Bradley, 44; W. R. Coe, 41; W. J. Salmon, 38.

HIALEAH’S SECOND HALF. 


HE second half of the Miami Jockey Club’s 

meeting at Hialeah Park is now under way, 
and things are looking up. Attendance and play 
last week showed increases. Saturday, February 
6, the totalisator “handle’’ reached $204,486, its 
first time over the $200,000 mark. The same day 
set a record for paid admissions, with 5,205. The 
play during the week- -days also showed a healthy 
increase. The season is now coming to its cli- 
max and the combination of better racing and 
better crowds should result even more favorably 
for the meeting—which needs all the “breaks” it 
can get. 

Hialeah continues to have much better racing 
than Florida has ever seen before. Tuesday, 
February 2, Brown Wisdom luckily beat the odds- 
on choice Vander Pool in the best race, conceding 
him two pounds, and the next day, My Dandy, 
W. C. and E. W. Reichert’s other veteran, won at 
odds-on. Thursday, February 4, Kincsen won one 
of the leading races and Panetian won another 
beating Don Leon, odds-on choice, and setting a 
track record of 1:10 2-5 for six furlongs. Friday, 
George D. Widener’s Evening, already marked as 
one of the best 3-year-olds on the grounds, won 
the $1,500 feature of the program dedicated to 
the workmen who built the track, who came as 
the guests of Mr. Widener. In beating Rip Van 
Winkle and Calf Roper, Evening scored easily, 
qualified for the Florida Derby, to be run the 
last day of the meeting, and ran the mile in 
1:36 3-5. Saturday, the twenty-first day of the 
39-day meeting, Lightning Bolt won the Hialeah 
Park Handicap. 

Leading development of the meeting among 
the 3-year-olds is the Widener filly, Evening. 
*Scotch Gold, which started once and set a seven- 
furlong track record, 1:23 2-5, may be the best 
male 3-year-old. Best of the 2-year-olds shown 
so far is W. S. Kilmer’s *Traumer filly, Dark 
Love. 


COMMISSION HAS NEW CHAIRMAN. 


R. B. Burdine, member of the Florida Racing 
Commission, last week succeeded L. D. Reagin 
as chairman of the commission. Colonel Rea- 
gin resigned as chairman because, he said, of 
personal business. He retains his place as a 
member of the governing body. First act of 
the commission under its new chairman was to 
adopt unanimously a new set of rules at a ses- 
sion in Tampa on the morning of February 6. 
The new code, it was explained, is the result of 
careful research and comparison of racing regu- 
lations in other states. What changes it con- 
tains has not been pubmed.

AT THE FAIR GROUNDS. 

HE Louisiana Jockey Club’s 48-day meeting 

at the Fair Grounds is now in its third week. 
Principal developments of last week were reduc- 
tion of the purse minimum from $1,000 to $800 
and the adoption of the open claiming rule. The 
reduction of purses took effect on Thursday, 
February 4, and was the result of the direct ac- 
tion of horsemen themselves. For several days 
they had discussed among themselves, during the 
training periods on the backstretch and at other 
times, the enormous loss the meeting appeared 
to be experiencing. At length they sent a com- 
mittee to the management and suggested the cut. 
The saving in purses, having been accomplished 
at the suggestion of the horsemen, is not likely 
to affect the quality of the racing, and will do 
much to offset the unfortunate experience with 
$1 mutuel machines and the lack of attendance 
which is regarded as chiefly attributable to the 
paucity of tourists in New Orleans. 

Monday of last week, February 1, Elizabeth 
Bolla, one of the few tail-male descendants of 
*Leamington now racing, and Silverdale were 
winners of the best races. Tuesday, Broad 
Meadows won for Col. E. R. Bradley, principal 
owner of, and loser on, the track. Surf Board, 
racing for the Greentree Stable, trimmed Bar- 
gello, under the colors of C. V. Whitney. Wednes- 
day, Bertjohn won another for Colonel Bradley. 
Thursday, Springsteel accomplished a_ victory 
over Sazerac, which had lost much ground in the 
race. Saturday, Renaissance took the Rex Han- 
dicap and Colonel Bradley scored another suc- 
cess with Broad Meadows.

James was thrown from Kitty 
Wilkins near the center of the first turn, directly 
in the path of several other horses. He clutched 
the mane of Sunny Port, thereby escaping a fall, 
and O’Malley, pulling up, reached over to aid 
him until the danger was past. Lady Bienville 
ran into Kitty Wilkins and threw her rider, W. 
Robertson, who was unhurt. 


LENTEN RULE SET ASIDE. . 

Ordinarily the Fair Grounds racing meetings, 
conducted within the city limits of New Orleans, 
end with Mardi Gras and racing is carried on 
during the Lenten season at Jefferson Park, 
outside the city. New Orleans ordinance No. 
3864 prohibits racing in the city during Lent. 
The Fair Grounds, despite the ordinance, 
scheduled its meeting this year to run through 
Lent. Monday of this week the commission 
council which governs the city met and passed 
unanimously a motion that, despite the ordin- 
ance, the Louisiana Jockey Club be permitted to 
conduct racing during Lent. An amendment to 
the ordinance was introduced by Mayor Walms- 
ley and passed by the council, providing that the 
permission to race during Lent holds good “only. 
for this year, until March 19.”

The closed 
rule was abolished by the Louisiana Jockey 
Club after numerous horsemen had expressed an 
opinion favorable to the change. 


WESTERN 


CALIENTE’S SECOND INTERRUPTION. 


ACING at Agua Caliente was discontinued 

last week for the second time of the meet- 
ing. The cause on this occasion, however, was 
given as the torrential rains which fell in the 
Tia Juana valley beginning Sunday night, Jan- 
uary 31, and continuing so long and with such 
force that the track was deep enough in mud to 
be considered unsafe for racing. After the rac- 
ing of Monday, under difficult conditions, Presi- 
dent J. N. Crofton of the Agua Caliente Jockey 
Club announced that no racing would be held until 
Friday. The rain continued through Monday and 
on Monday night grew even harder, affecting 
not only the track but also the roads to it, 
threatening the passibility of some of them. En- 
tries for Tuesday races had been made, but these 
were cancelled and a new program arranged for 
Friday, when racing was resumed under favor- 
able conditions. Last Sunday, February 7, was 
the fifty-third day of racing of the scheduled 
meeting of 100 days or more. 


STARTER AND STEWARD. 

* Marshall Cassidy, starter at Agua Caliente 
since the track was built, was appointed a stew- 
ard by President James N. Crofton February 1, 
succeeding Walter H. Dupee, who had resigned 
the previous Saturday. Mr. Dupee thought he 
was to be paid for his services. Mr. Crofton said 
that the position had been given him “as an 
honor.” The Agua Caliente president said 
further that he had never known of a paid stew- 
ard racing horses and also presiding over the 
races in an official capacity. Mr. Cassidy con- 
tinues his duties as starter. 


TRAINING AT TANFORAN. 

Five hundred horses are at Tanforan, accord- 
ing to Floyd McKenney, and they are beginning 
preparation for the spring meeting there. The 
distance of the Governor Rolph Handicap, Mr. 
McKenney reports, has been changed from six 
furlongs to a mile and an eighth for its next 
running. Governor Rolph himself provoked the 
change by exclaiming last April, when informed 
that the race named in his honor was to be 
started on the backstretch: “What, my race is 
to start way over there!”’. 


EXTORTION PLOT AGAINST CROFTON. 

San Diego police announced last week that 
gangsters attempted to extort $7,500 from James 
N. Crofton, president of the Agua Caliente Jockey 
Club, and from four other San Diego residents. 
Mr. Crofton is said to have met a representative 
of the gang on the night of February 2 and ar- 
ranged to make payment the following day. 
Plans to trap the gang members failed. 


REVEILLE BOY’S SPA HANDICAP. 

Reveille Boy, racing for Grocer J. A. Best at 
Agua Caliente, last Sunday, February 7, showed 
himself able to take up 121 pounds, make con- 
cessions all around, and beat a field of Lower 
California’s best for the second running of the 
Spa Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
1 1-16 miles). Ridden by R. Wholey, he followed 
close to the pace of Daily News and took the 
lead in the last quarter to win easily by two 
lengths and a half from Mrs. J. A. Parsons’ Seth’s 
Hope (110).

RACING LEGISLATION. 

As THE BLOOD-HORSE goes to press (Tuesday 
afternoon, February 9), the’political situation at 
Frankfort with regard to racing remains in the 
condition as outlined in the editorial on page 271 
of this issue. Governor Ruby Laffoon has not 
yet indicated his appointments for the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission, and until he does no 
further action is expected from the legislature, 
where the tax reduction bill sponsored by the 
American Turf Association is held in committee. 
Billy Klair, Lexington political leader, and T. P. 
Hayes, one of the men endorsed by horsemen for 
a place on the Commission, were to confer with 
the Governor Tuesday afternoon. Further de- 
velopments are expected soon. 

For those who wish a detailed account of the 
progress of the legislative action, we reprint the 
following stories from two Lexington papers: 
Special to The Herald. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., February 2.—A fight that 
may prevent spring or fall race meetings in Lex- 
ington for the next two years loomed today as 
the result of changes made in a bill to give tax 
relief to smal! race tracks. 

The original bill introduced by Representative 
Frank LeBus, of Cynthiana, would have provided 
for reducing the license taxes of small tracks 
from $2,500 to $500 a day, but the committee on 
Kentucky Statutes Number 1 instead reported a 
bill providing for a tax of 1 per cent on the gross 
receipts of all tracks in Kentucky. 

This measure will be hard-fought and probably 
will be killed in the senate and, administration 
leaders say, most likely would be vetoed by the 
governor. The present tax of $2,500 a day would 
stand if the bill is killed. 

Announcement has been made that unless 
there is tax relief there will be no races in Lex- 
ington while it continues. 

The revamped measure was presented by 
Representative Tyler Munford, of Union county, 
chairman of the committee on Kentucky Statutes 
No. 1. Speaker John Y. Brown is said to have 
been one of those backing the measure providing 
for a 1 per cent tax. 

The measure came today as a surprise, inas- 
much as no hearing had been held on the bill.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 4.—The question of 
race-horse legislation has become one of the 


most troublesome problems at Frankfort. Out- 
wardly, the situation is reflected in the opposition 
of the American Turf Association to the amended 
racetrack-tax bill. Inwardly, it has wider rami- 
fications. 

Stated briefly, the difficulties arise from a 
difference of opinion between breeders and track- 
operators on the question of the conduct of the 
tracks. 

A large portion of horsemen and breeders for 
some time has been dissatisfied with race-track 
administration, feeling that racing was not con- 
ducted with regard to the good of the breeding 
industry or of the sport itself, but rather to the 
profit of track proprietors alone. 

Accordingly, when the burden of taxation be- 
come so heavy as to preclude the further opera- 
tion of the state’s smaller tracks, they drew a 
bill which combined a reduction of tax with 
changes in methods of administration. 

The tax they recommended was the one per 
cent levy on gross receipts which the amended 
bill now before the house provides for. The 
changes in administration included a reduction 
in the membership of the state racing commis- 
sion and other provisions calculated to result in 
a closer and more satisfactory supervision of 
racing. 

Both proposals met the opposition of track 
operators and their representatives, who ex- 
pressed their wish for an amendment of the pres- 
ent law which would reduce the per diem levy 
on the smaller tracks to $500. 

The breeders argued that the percentage tax 
would proportion the burden between the large 
and small tracks, increasing in normal times the 
amount now paid daily by the larger courses and 
decreasing that paid by the smaller, and thus 
enabling the latter to operate. Again, by pro- 
viding for a percentage levy on the gross, the 
proposed tax would automatically keep in line 
with bad times and good. 

In the interests of their bill they enlisted the 
support of John Y. Brown, now speaker of the 
house, and other legislators. 

The first track-tax bill introduced in the house 
was that proposed by the operators, that is, for 
a reduction of $500 in the per diem paid by the 
small tracks. But Representative Frank LeBus, 
who introduced it, announced when he did so 
that the bill would be amended in committee to 
meet the requests of the horsemen for a per- 
centage levy. And so it was. 

Thus was a legislative fight precipitated. 
Representatives of the American Turf Associa- 
tion immediately came to Frankfort to oppose 
the bill. Speaker Brown and other prominent 
members of the house reiterated their intention 
of standing by the horsemen. And there the 
situation stands—with one exception. 

A compromise may be reached at a conference 
scheduled with the governor between horsemen, 
turf representatives, and legislative leaders. 
Should the governor agree to name such a racing 
commission as the breeders want, they might 
consent to certain changes in their program, in- 
cluding the abandonment of their demands for a 
revision of the methods of administration. (The 
bill providing for the revision is ready to be in- 
troduced.) On the other hand, the turf associa- 
tion might consent to such a commission as the 
breeders propose and to the percentage tax if 
the breeders would drop their proposal to effect 
changes in administration. 

Unless a compromise is reached, the prospect 
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for a reduction in the race-track tax is remote. 
The senate is very apt to kill the percentage-levy 
proposal, if the Turf association continues to 
oppose it, and the house in all probability will 
stand by Speaker Brown and the horsemen.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 4.-The bill to impose 
a tax of 1 per cent on the gross receipts of Ken- 
tucky race tracks was recommitted to its death 
in Kentucky Statutes No. 1 committee of the 
house of representatives this afternoon. 

The sponsors of the bill participated in recom- 
mitting the bill after vigorous protest had been 
voiced by the racing interests of the state. 

Instead of the percentage tax bill, the Ken- 
tucky Statutes committee may report favorably 
upon the original bill of Representative Frank 
LeBus, of Cynthiana, which provided for a tax 
of $500 per day on the tracks at Lexington and 
Dade Park, and continuation of the present tax 
rate of $2,500 per day at Louisville and Latonia. 
This was the belief expressed by Representative 
Tyler Munford, of Union county, chairman of 
the committee. 

The house’s action in sending the percentage 
tax bill back to committee made clear that no 
attempt will be made to tax the race tracks on 
a percentage basis. 

Legislative leaders intend to afford relief from 
taxation for the operators of the smaller tracks, 
who have protested that they can not continue 
to operate under the payment of $2,500 a day. 
No meeting was held at the Kentucky Associa- 
tion track at Lexington last fall on this account, 
since the association lost heavily on the preced- 
ing spring meeting. Sewell Combs, president of 
the association, has stated that the spring meet- 
ing must be abandoned this year if the taxes on 
the track are not greatly lowered . 

Central Kentuckians have shown great interest 
in the outcome of the tax bill, because of the 
effect discontinuance of the spring meeting at 
Lexington would have on the breeding industry, 
real estate and general business in that section. 

Speaker John Y. Brown said he drew up the 
percentage tax bill which was substituted this 
week for the original LeBus bill, in the belief 
that the breeding interests wished to have the 
tax on a percentage basis. He stated today that 
he now intends to support the flat tax bill. 

In recommitting the bill, the house will allow 
its forthcoming sustitute to take its place in the 
orders of the day, so as not to lose time. The 
LeBus bill carries an emergency clause to make 
it become effective immediately after approval 
by the governor, so that the tracks may hold 
their spring meetings under the lessened tax.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 5.—Moves toward a 
compromise between race track proprietors and 
representatives of the horse breeding interests 
on points involved in the race track-tax bill were 
made today but no action had been taken this 
afternoon. Several conferences were held in the 
governor’s office today. 

The bill, which provides for a percentage tax 
on gross receipts of race tracks, was recom- 
mitted to committee Thursday afternoon with 
leave to hold its place in the order of the day. 
This move was made pending conferences be- 
tween representatives from race track pro- 
prietors and breeding interests.

Harry Hart will be glad to 
know this, since he bought Nocturnal for the 
Swingalong Stud at the Hartland Stud dispersal, 
and got him for less than one-tenth of the figure 
at which he stood on the books of Senator John- 
son N. Camden’s establishment. 


W. B. MITCHELL WITH COLDSTREAM. 


In a mention of the Coldstream Stud Stable of 
C. B. Shaffer in last week’s issue, we referred to 
John Lowe as trainer, overlooking the fact that 
W. B. Mitchell has been engaged as contract 
trainer for the stable and that he is now at Cold- 
stream Farm and has been there since December. 
Dr. John Baird, the farm manager, in calling our 
attention to the slip-up, stated that he is expect- 
ing Mr. Shaffer at Coldstream on Saturday of 
this week to remain a few days, on his way from 
Miami to his home in Chicago. Plans are for the 
Coldstream horses to be shipped to Maryland 
about the middle of March, and in all probability 
they will proceed later in the season to New 
York and then to Chicago.

BREEDERS’ FUTURITY NOMINATIONS.

SARATOGA STAKES. 


LOSING dates for 25 of the stakes to be run 

at the Saratoga meeting, August 1-Septem- 
ber 3, 1932, has been set for Tuesday, March 1, 
A full-page advertisement (page 294) of this issue 
carries the announcement and the list of stakes. 
The total of money added and guaranteed is 
$7,500 less than in 1931. None of the fixtures 
have been removed from the schedule. The re- 
trenchments have been made at the expense of 
the better class of horses; there has been no cut 
in the values of the cheaper stakes.

WEST CANADA ACTIVITIES 


HE Prairie Thoroughbred Breeders and Racing 

Association’s review of the season of 1931 in 
Western Canada has been published. In a 36- 
page pamphlet it summarizes the racing and 
breeding of Thoroughbreds in the prairie country 
in which it has maintained its regulation or rac- 
ing for the last seven seasons. We quote from 
the preface of the 1931 review: 

“At once it can be stated that interest in the 
breeding of the Thoroughbred in Manitoba and 
Alberta, and to a lesser extent in Saskatchewan, 
has quickened during the past year. Evidence of 
that is to be found in the increased number of 
nominations in the Winnipeg Futurity of 1934, 
which presupposes a record foal crop for the 
coming year. In addition, the largest number of 
native Thoroughbreds ever assembled together 
were to be found at the Calgary Spring Meeting, 
when there were 134 in training. Public interest, 
too, was never so evident. 

“One of the most outstanding events in breed- 
ing circles is the recent purchase from Kentucky 
by the Whittier Park Stock Farm (of which Mr. 
R. James Speers is the owner) of the well-known 
sire, Craigangower (Imp.), by Polymelus out of 
Fortuna, by Spearmint, together with 16 brood- 
mares of fashionable blood (now in foal to some 
of the best American sires) and, in addition, 11 
well bred yearlings and weanling fillies. 

“The purchase is the largest and best contri- 
bution to the breeding industry of the Prairie 
Province . 

“. . . A marked feature of 1931 was the pass- 
ing of the million dollar mark in the amount of 
purse money won by Canadian owned stables at 
the meetings held under the auspices of the Asso- 
ciation since its inception. Another characteristic 
of the season was the inauguration of not a rule, 
but a purpose, to give two races each day for 
horses raised by the breeders west of the Great 
Lakes, and the effort met with definite success.” 

Mig glean the following facts from the pam- 
phlet : 

In 60 days of racing at Victoria, Chinook, Polo 
and Whittier Parks, and at Calgary, Edmonton 
and Saskatoon, $228,865 was distributed, of which 
Canadian-owned stables won $160,380, or 70.1 per 
cent. In the seven-year period, 1925-31, the total 
distribution has been $1,895,060, of which Cana- 
dian-owned stables have won $1,054,710. 

Thomas Burton, of Calgary, was the leading 
winning owner, with $11,100; A. G. Tarn is the 
leading winning owner for the seven-year period, 
with $79,105. The leading jockey was J. Long- 
don, of Calgary, with 58 winners from 311 
mounts. 

Leading sire was *Will Somers, foaled in 1918, 
by Black Jester—Vervaine, by Louviers. His 27 
starters, of which 10 were not placed, ran 177 


NO U. S. RACING FOR AGA KHAN. 


ae HE rumor current in America,” says The 
Sporting Life (London), “that Michael Beary 
had made trip over there for the purpose of 
buying bloodstock for H. H. Aga Khan, with a 
view to his entering American racing, is en- 
tirely without foundation. Beary’s visit to 
America, so far as the Aga Khan is concerned, 
is purely unofficial. The Aga Khan has expressed 
his intention of curtailing rather than increasing 
his racing interests.” 

When Michael Beary was in Kentucky last 
month he did not leave the impression that the 
Aga Khan intends to race in America, but he 
did say: “It is possible that Edgar Wallace may 
send over a very swift filly to run in the Fu- 
turity at Belmont Park next September, and if 
he does it is likely that she will be raced right 
off the boat, which is to'say that she will be 
sent over timed to reach here just a sufficient 
number of days before the race to enable her to 
get off her sea legs, as it were, and to have a 
gallop or two over the course. It seems an ex- 
periment worth while trying, and surely it will 
be a step toward extension of international rac- 
ing relationship.” 


GRAND NATIONAL NOTES. 


Laughing stock of the present Grand National 
possibilities is the American-owned Sea Soldier, 
whose bid for the world’s greatest steeplechasing 
honors on March 18 is being financed by a syndi- 
cate of Chicago sportsmen. The Messrs. 
Weatherby are still in doubt as to his eligibility 
for the race; the question as to whether a meet- 
ing at which he won in the United States was 
conducted under the rules of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association had not been 
settled at last accounts from England. Quips 
and cartoons of all sorts have been published 
concerning the son of Man o’ War and his 
aspirations. One cartoonist noted that while he 
had crossed the Atlantic ocean it was doubtful 
whether he would get over the water jump. His 
steadiness as a jumper has caused a few writers, 
however, to take him seriously. Rigan McKinney, 
one of America’s best amateur riders, will have 
the mount on Sea Soldier, it is understood. 

Under a picture in the Daily News-Chronicle on 
January 4, appeared the following: 

“This is Sea Soldier, described as ‘America’s 
most famous steeplechaser.’ The Picquet, the 
News-Chronicle sports writer, who told his story 
yesterday, states that on present form he might 
win the Grand National if given half-an-hour’s 
start. On October 12, at Chelmsford, he fell; on 
October 26, at Wye, he finished third in a field of 
five (the fifth fell), and on November 14, at 
Liverpool, he had not completed the course when 
The Picquet left the stands.” 

Heartbreak Hill, the mare owned by Mrs. C. 
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S. Bird, Jr., an American, is being selected by 
some writers as the probable winner. 

Another mare that is sure to start is Apostasy. 

West Indies, for which Capt. R. E. Sassoon 
paid about £5,000 with the expectation of riding 
her himself in the big race, was killed in an 
accident at Newbury January 21. She was pos- 
sessed of high speed and a demoniacal temper. 

Grakle, the winner last year, gave a “faultless 
exhibition” in a three-mile steeplechase at Derby 
January 19, with J. Fawcus up. The race had a 
value of only £80, but Trainer Thomas Coulth- 
waite was principally interested in giving the 
Irish gelding a race. If Grakle wins this year, 
he will equal a record not touched since The 
Colonel won two consecutive Grand Nationals in 
1869 and 1870. 

Dusty Foot will be ridden by W. P. Dutton, 
who had the mount on Tipperary Tim when that 
100-1 shot defeated Billy Barton in 1928. 

Annandale, third last year and winner of the 
Scottish Grand National, has recovered from his 
lameness and is now considered a sure starter. 

Delarue will be ridden by W. Kidney. 

The numerous American-owned candidates are 
progressing satisfactorily in their preparation 
for the race. 

AN UNFORTUNATE DAY. 

At Hurst Park, England, January 14, three 
horses were killed. Ye Olde Leather Bottel fell 
in a hurdle race and broke his neck. Bar Lady 
broke a fore and a hind leg in a steeplechase. 
Christopher broke a shoulder in another steeple- 
chase. G. Hardy, leading cross-country rider, 
hurt a knee when Aruntius fell with him. 

Another horse, Spigot Lodge, threw his rider in 
the race in which Bar Lady was injured. A 
spectator caught the horse and rode him to the 
finish, where he was greeted with an outburst 
of wrath from his trainer, J. Pendarves. There 
was formerly a National Hunt rule in England 
providing that a horse which had lost his rider 
might be ridden home by any person of suffi- 
cient weight, if he was qualified according to 
the conditions of the race and the original rider 
was disabled. The rule was abolished last year 
as a result of the controversy that arose when 
Miss Jean Sanday caught a horse and finished 
second with him after he had thrown his rider. 
National Hunt Stewards ruled against giving 
the horse second money, on the ground that 
“person” in the rule did not include a woman. 


REMOUNTED STEEPLECHASER WINS. 

Fred Thackray, generally regarded as Eng- 
land’s best amateur rider, performed an unusual 
exploit at Windsor Saturday, January 23. Riding 
the Abbots Trace gelding Yearly in the day’s 
last race, he cleared the last fence in the lead. 
His tired mount fell, throwing him clear. Mr. 
Thackray rose in time to see the nearest horse 
just.clearing the next to last fence. He helped 
his mount to its feet, leaped on, and without 
benefit of stirrups, got under way again and won 
by 12 lengths. 


ANOTHER FOR “JOCK” WHITNEY. 

The Meton Chase was won at Leicester, Eng- 
land, February 1, by Rosy Covert, 6-year-old 
bay gelding, by Roseland—Olivia, owned by J. 
H. Whitney and trained by Jack Anthony. The 
race was two miles. There were 14 runners, 
with Mrs. H. M. Hollins’ Sunny Peace finishing 
second, beaten a neck. Winner paid 10 to 1. 


MORE AMERICAN VICTORIES. 

The racing at Sandown Park, England, Febru- 
ary 4, was marked by three American victories, 
M. D. Biair’s Grand National candidate Aruntius 
won a hurdle race at two miles 5% furlongs, 
A. C. Bostwick’s Sunbronze took the Ripley 
Handicap steeplechase, two miles and 25 yards, 
Victor Emanuel’s Nosiamas had an easy time 
beating seven others in a two-mile hurdle race. 
EXTENDS HIS STUD. 

By purchase from Sir Alec Black of the Ditton 
Stud, comprising mares and yearlings, Lord 
Glanely has extended his breeding operations in 
England.

The Earl of Rosebery was 50 years old Jan- 
uary 8. 

Count Elemer Batthyany, 86, noted Hungarian 
sportsman, died Jan. 9. 

J. Fagan, 77, once a noted English jockey, later 
a trainer, died last month. 

Women riders in England are clamoring for 
a “Grand National’’ for themselves. 

H. E. Steel, an owner well known in England, 
died suddenly January 15 at the age of 64. 

Victor Emanuel accepted the mastership of the 
Woodland and Pytchley Hunt in England. 

The Derby winner, Blenheim, standing in 
France, has a full book for 1932 at 400 guineas. 

Steeplechase Jockey C. Wenham has ridden in 
Russia, Germany, France, Roumania and Eng- 
land. 

Victor Emanuel’s Rhyticere hurt himself in a 
race at Sandown. He and Merano are being 
rested up. 

Frank Hartigan engaged the noted Irish 
jockey Joe Canty to ride Hurry On’s son, Jiweh, 
in the classics this year. 

George Duller moved his stable from Court 
Hill, Letcombe Regis, Wantage, to Aston Tir- 
rold, Berkshire, England. 

Comte Dauger, proprietor of the Haras de 
Menneval, died in France. He was a member of 
the Societe d’Encouragement. 

Herbert Goff, native of America and for sev- 
eral years a trainer in Germany, died recently at 
his home in Muelheim-Duisburt. 

Baron Alfred S. von Oppenheim was the lead- 
ing breeder in Germany in 1931, horses bred by 
him having won about $11,000. 

Recent odds for the Epsom Derby: Manna- 
mead, 6 to 1; Orwell, 6 to 1; Cockpen, 10 to 1; 
Miracle, 16 to 1; Wyvern, 16 to 1. 

The skeleton of Abbots Trace was given by 
John A. Dewar to the Royal Veterinary College 
for study of laminitis, a hoof disease. 

Miss Norah Wilmot’s horses were moved to 
Ogbourne and occupy the stable that was used 
by John Loftus for the C. J. Ryan horses. 

W. P. Dutton, noted English amateur rider 
who had the mount on Tipperary Tim when that 
longshot beat Billy Barton in the Grand National 
of 1928, plans to take up training. 

In England, Buchan, Grand Parade, Gains- 
borough and Hurry On have full books at 400 
guineas each; Son-in-Law, Hurry On and Fel- 
stead are full at 300 guineas each. 

Pat Donoghue was to ride Sabine Sailor at 
Newbury January 22, but G. Hardy was sub- 
stituted for him because Donoghue had failed to 
qualify for a license under National Hunt Rules. 

The American jockey Everett Haines, one of 
Germany’s best riders, has been engaged as first 
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jockey to G. Muelhens, Eau de Cologne manu- 
facturer, who races about fifty horses and em- 
ploys five jockeys. 

An amateur rider at Derby, England, appeared 
at the scales to weigh in without his equipment, 
asserting that he was heavy enough without it. 
After the rules had been explained to him, he 
wound up with 13 pounds overweight. 

King George’s yearling colt by Friar Marcus 
out of the royal stable’s One Thousand Guineas 
winner Scuttle, died January 13. The colt, the 
first foal of Scuttle, was highly prized by His 
Majesty. Scuttle is in foal to Fairway and is 
booked to Solario. 

Mrs. Felhoe Rozsi, Hungarian actress, brought 
suit against an owner for having given her 
name to one of his fillies. The filly raced so 
poorly that the actress’ colleagues made fun of 
her. When the case got before the Supreme 
Court the filly had been dead ten days. 

Col. H. A. Tomkinson, noted polo player, mem- 
ber of the English team which won the West- 
chester Cup from an American four in 1914 and 
a member of the team which defeated America 
at Hurlingham in 1921, is to succeed the late 
Major Fetherstonhaugh as manager of King 
George’s stud and racing stables. 

The American owner, Mrs. Chester Beatty, 
who races extensively in England and Egypt, 
has the following 21 horses in training at Lam- 
bourn: Great Scot, Pinnacle, Wit, Tempt, Law 
Lord, Sun God, Hyperbole, Pompous, Sakara, 
Wallace, Ream, Well Spent, Buxom, Dulcinea, 
Plenteous, Beauteous, Spring Zephyr, Chanter, 
Ethics, Altiscope filly and Swiney filly.

RANCHO SAN LUIS REY. 


HERE is to be a new and important Thorough- 

bred horse breeding establishment in Cali- 
fornia, and THE BLOOD-HORSE is happy to know 
that it has functioned in a helpful way for its 
owner.
